When a young man" Mr. Topham 


started out lu life opening a grocery 
ttore at the cotuerof Bridge and Thames 
streets. After awhile he gave up Mils 
occupation aud devoted the latter years 
of hia life to the Insurance business, 
being agent fur Ihe.Bun Fire luuurauce 
Company of London. 


For ten joars he 'was trial Justice of 


the justice court, holding this pcsitlou 
from ISfiB to 1879, when the dielrlot 
courl was histltiited. He wa* olllciul 
crier of Ilia supreme aud superior courts 
of Newport county for H IUUH period 
and held the latter position uulil the 
preterit seiilou of thu court. lu 1870 
he wai appoluted assessor of taxei, and 
served lu that capacity for 22 years, re-.

Tbe term "rwouue," which would In- 
dlcate tliat tlielr duties were restricted 
to those pertjilulng to the pro»cr en- 
forcement of tbo revenue laws, can I 
give but a faint notion of the varied I 
duties of tbls splendid corps of men. 
As a matter of fact, revenue cutters 
are the life savers of the seas. They 
patrol tbe cuusts on regular beau, on 
the watch for vessels tn distress. They 
must suppress mutinies, prevent smug- 
gling and Illicit seal liuutlng; they must 
examine ships' papers, enforce quar- 
antine regulations, supply lighthouses 
and In general do all kinds of police 
work. 
Then, too, they have been 


dubbed, "the messenger boys of thr> 
seas." 


Alexander Hamilton was the father 


of the revenue cutter service, for It 
was uudcr bis administration of I lie 
treasury department that, In 1701, ten 
cutlers' were built nnd put lu commis- 
sion under rules of b|s own devising. 
In time of peace the cutters are under 
the supervision of the treasury depart- 
ment, uut In limes of war they are 
transferred to ibat of tbe navy depart- 
ment. Sliu-e the war of 1S12 they have 
always rendered excellent service In 
the event of armed hostilities. Every 
one remembers ihc remarkable work 
done by the McCulloch, under Dcwcy, 
at the battle of Manila Bay.—New York 
Press.

salvation of a country, whose bravery 
is proverbial, fills with enthusiastic 
joy the hearts of pntrloEs and finally 
ends our country's Bondage. 
Our as- 


piration for a regime of liberty stands 
revealed brightly In i(s virgin es- 
sence. 


"Citizens! The present.moment're- 


deems and recompenses for all strug- 
gles and the. sorrowful apprehensions 
we endured. 
Tills moment must be 


the commencement of a period ol 
austere morality \ind .Immaculate Jus- 
tice, In order that the glorious com- 
munion of principles shall make ol' 
our sacrifices for our country the base 
of.onr political program .and our gen- 
erosity towards Ihe vanquished the 
base of our moral, program. 


"Citizens! Let interest for ovir. be- 


loved country animate you, and a 
single desire—that to be great—unite 
Ton. 
The republic has confidence in 


the. people for tho maintenance ot 
social order, respect for justice and 
devotion to Ihe common cause of lib- 
erty. .Consolidate with your love and 
sacrifice the work which springs from 
the Portuguese republic."

Boston, Oct.' 7.— After wild and 


disorderly scenes the Democratic state 
convention adjourned ai 1:45 o'clock 
this morning. James ,[. Yahoy came 
Into Ihe convention hall at 1:30 a. 
m., 
haggard 
and 
careworn, 
and 


begged the delegates to support him 
In his withdrawal and the compromise 
ticket which he presented to tlie con- 
vention . 


The ticket was made up after a con- 


ference of representatives 
of 
both 


leading candidates. 
The .ticket as- 


named Is Frederick \V. Mansfield, for 
governor; A. Z. F.. Charest ot Hol- 
yokc, secretary of state; John B. Hatl- 
gan of Worcester, attorney general; 
Charles L. Paine ot Hyamils, state 
auditor; A. C. Peach of Lynn, state- 
treasurer. 


It was generally agreed that Mans- 


field was only a "dummy" candidate, 
and that today an effort - would -be 
made to, substitute either William A. 
Gaslon or .lose;ili C. Pcllctler.' . 


All nominations must be filed with 


the office of the secretary of slate be- 
fore 6 o'clock tonlsht. The law then ' 
says that seventy-two hours may be 
taken for substitution. 


The situation bad a:i element of the 


pathetic in It when James II. Vahey 
came to the platform and begged the 
delegates "for God's sa!:e" to stand 
by the ticket for which he had with- 
drawn. 


"For God's s^ke, \have some sense. 


Neither myself nnr Mr. Foss can win 
at this convention." he said.

Is perfectly evident and I withdraw. 
This fierce struggle here cannot do 
the party any good. 
I will sacrifice 


everything in order that the cause may 
succeed.

The convention at 'FaneuUj hall be- 


came so wild and disorderly at 12:30 
o'clock this morning that Chairman 
Thayer was compelled to force an 'ad- 
journment for thirty minutes to give 
the police an opportunity to quell the 
riot and stop the. fighting that was 
taking place In all parts of the hall.

arising over the method of .voting had 
brought 'Congressman 
Kellher and 


. Martin M. Lomasney to the plalform. 
The old ninth district feud brought 
the supporters of both men about 
their respective leaders.

Lomasney "wanted 


the voting to go on as It had been 
going. 
Chairman Thayer favored the 


Kellher plan; the convention sup- 
ported the Lomasney suggestion.

Thayer -ordered the 


police to clear the platform. 


The moment the police moved to, 


action Daniel J. Klley of Boston at- 
tempted to lake the chair from Chair- 
man Thayer.

side. 


The police hustled Into the battling 


and excited men and pushed them 
from the platform. 
Both Kellher and 


lx>masney were among those pushed 
from the platform. Ix>masney tried to' 
regain his platform position and again 
went to the ground. 


There was fighting find rioting all 


over the hall. 
Nearly -every 
other 


delegate had his fist either in or up 
to his neighbor's face. 


Candidate Vahcy, who had wit- 


nessed the disorders froni the rear of 
the hall, hastened to join his sup- 
r-orters. 
He mounted the platform 


only to meet the police and go flound- 
ering back to the fionr. 


Chairman Thayer kept his head. He 


faved the convention from breaking 
np in the wildest kind of riot and ad- 
journing without naming its ticket 
by not nnly directing the action of the 
police so that a ten) porary cessation 
of hostilities was secured hut also by 
forcing a Fhnrt adjournment to se- 
cure a conference.

How Eggs Art Hatched In China. 
There Is in China a curious method 


of: hatching eggs.' First the eggs.are 
placed in.tiers in'a large basket, twice 
the size of an ordinary barrel; which Is 
thickly lined with hay and carefully 
closed from the air. by a tight.fitting 
cover of twisted straw. In three days' 
time the eggs are taken out and re- 
placed In a different order, those at 
the surface being put In the lower tier.

The garrison 
was without a flag, so one was made 
according to HIP prescription of con- 
gress by cutting up sheets to form the 
white stripes, lilts of scarlet cloth for 
the red striprs. nnd tbe blue ground 
for tho^stars was made from a piece of 
the blue cloak belonging to Captaia

county. N. V. This ling was unfurled 
over the fort on Aug. 3. 1777. 


The national flag was fir.it unfurled 


in battle on the lanks of the Brandy- 
wine Sept. 11. 1777. 
The flag was 


first hoisted over n foreign stronghold 
June 2S, 177S. when Captain lialhbone 
of tbe American sloop of war Provi- 
dence captured Port Nassau, on the 
Itahama Islands. Captain Paul Jones 
was tbe tim man to display ibe Amer- 
ican flag on'an American vessel This 
nag wns made by the women of Ports- 
mouth, X H., for the Hanger, which 
was fitted out ni thai port for Captain 
Jones. The Hanger sailed from Ports- 
mouth on N'ov. 1, 1777.

A Coin In the Sea. 


• A coin dropped Into tbe sea will sink 
to the bottom, however deep It Is, ow- 
ing lo the fuel thai.the metal Is heavier 
than the volume of water It displaces. 
It Is a common but mistaken notion 
that the density of the sea.Increases 
with Its depth and consequent pres- 
sure, us does the density of the atmos- 
phere, which we all know is greatest 
at* the earth's surface. The air, bow- 
>ever. like all gases. Is elastic and when 
under pressure (as 'with Its own 
weight! shrinks,in volume and gains In 
density. Water, on the other band, is ab- 
solutely Incompressible, and, although 
the pressure In the sea Increases at the 
rate of one pound for every two feet 
we descend, the density of the water rc- 
malus the same; consequently the pen- 
ny continues to outweigh the water It 
displaces, and tbe coin sinks until It 
flnds a solid resting place. Tbe pres- 
sure of the water has no influence at 
all on the 'coin, acting as It does on all 
sides equally. 


Buried Landscapes. 


One of tbe most curious results of 


geological exploration Is the discovery 
of ''buried landscapes," by which Is 
meant parts of the former face of the 
earth now covcr»xl under later depos- 
It*. but yet retaining so many of their 
original features that tbe geologistcan 
i'leally reconstruct tbe scenes that 
would have been presented to tbe eye 
of man It he bad been present among 
tfceai. 
Sometimes burled landscapes 


"1st In countries now densely Inhabit- 
ed. Investigation has shown that one 
h'ea beneath the region In England 
koown us Chsirnwood forest 
The 


rocky projections seen there are the 
reaks and nrctes of a burled mountain 
chain belonging to the old r?d sand- 
stone period. Several different phases 
la the history of Ibis landscape have 
been traced. At one time It contained 
Mlt lakes and desert expanses. In its 
modem form it Is a pastoral region, 
with barren, stony tracts and rocky 
eminences where tbe ancient moun- 
tains project throusb the soil.—Detroit 
Free Press.

was finally Influenced to stop hostili- 
ties by Luther, and after be bad taken 
the sacrament from bis bands be was 
betrayed Into n further act of-hostility 
by treachery and, being captured, suf- 
fered death oil the wheel after refus- 
ing an act of grace which granted him 
the painless and honorable deatb of 
the sword. The story Is perhaps the 
strangest of all the romances of that 
romantic age.—Westminster Gazette.
